There are few Weis's in which people will destroy (squander) their 
Nainaas Oneway is by not abstaining from impurities (Nujaasut). 
This will be when there is Such an amount of N'ajaasat on the 
clothing that it will cause ihe Namaaz to be invalidated, or by 
reading Namaai In an impure (Na Peal?) place or by not making 
wurihu correctly or by not fulfil ling any condition or 1 unde mental 
necessity of ftamaaz. or (Allah Forbid) by being empty from inner 
purification and the light of Imaan in this way. that one becomes 
deprived from treasure of the respect of Almighty Allah and the 
E ioEy Prophet (Sal I Al la ho Ala i hi wa Sal I am). and to rejee t any of i he 
necessities of Dcen. such as Almighiy Allah's Majesty and the 
K n owledge oi the li nseen of The E ioly Pmphe r (Sal IAI fa ho Atari h I wn 
Sal lam) or to reject the Finality of ihe f ; inai Prophet (Sail Alla ho 
Alaiht wa SalLam) etc. even though one who does these things is a 
reciter o! the Kalimah. This is the worst scenario. In this, not only 
does the N'amaazi damage his Namaaz. but he a iso destroys his 
imaan.

As for the second group who regard that 
which is totally haraam as halaal. they are the ones who have had 
Amaa na t sc i zed and t hey are deprived of Tm aa n and on t of t be folds 
of Islam. And based on rhe Magnificence of Allah, every such sin 
and every such disobedience is regarded as Kabeera (a major Sin) 
even though some sins in comparison to others are regarded as 
major sins whilst others are regarded as Sagheera (minor sins) and 
the comprehensive translation of Kabeera is that it refers to every 
such sin that |he one responsible for it has been warned about it in 
the Quran and Sunnah anti that action, that once done 
transgresses the law. such as dealing in usury, to usurp the wealth oi 
an orphan, to disrespect the parents, to be merciless, to do black 
magic, to backbite., to give false testimony, to falsely accuse people 
by the leader, to arrange for adultery to take place, and to be 
indecent in issues of females (non mahrams).

Sa fla m) men i ionetUs c hat giving an d ta fci ng bri bes o?ill become 
common amongst the people to such an extern that they will 
regard It as a petty issue, whereas according to the Prophet (Sail 
Alla ho Ala I hi wa Sal lam) this (giving and taking bribery) is not a 
petty issue, but it isltaraain (totally forbidden) oj.

It has been mentioned in Majina'ul Bihaar ul Anwaar "The 
astronomers have mentioned tbai the Daa'lraiul Burooj (The 
imaginary circle in the sby. depicting the ecliptic equator) will 
coincide with the Da a'ini Miu'dilun Nahaar (The Imaginary circle 
on the earth, which is depicting the celestial equator) In the fuiure 
The explanation at this point is that it is an accepted fact that 
between the North Pole and the South Pole, there is a huge 
(it n agin ary) c i rc le a nd i ts t ra fee tor y Is equa! towards both t h e poles. 
In oiher words, it is at an angle of 9P degrees from (he North Pole 
and 90 degrees from the South Pole, h is this huge circle which Ls 
known as Daa'ira Mu'dilun Nahaar (The 1 mug in ary circle on the 
earth, which is depicting theceiestial equator) 

On the 1 S' 1 ot March and the 24' h of September, (he sun moves over 
the celestial equator and on the 22" of June, from (he point where 
the sun. rises, the celestial equator is £3 degrees and 2? minutes 
South. 

In the same way. from the point where the sunsets (comes to a rest), 
the celestial equator on the 22“' June is also 23 degrees and 27 
minutes South. On theSS^ December, the equator is 2.3 degrees 27 
minutes north of (he point from where the sun rises. 

In the same way, on the 22^December the equator is £3 degrees £7 
minutes north from (he point where (he sun sots (comes to a rest). 
In other words, (he Mu'dil Nahaar (celestial equator) Ls in the

In the same way. the Mu'dil Nahaar (celestial equator) is in the 
midpoint of the points of setting on the 22 rI of June and the a#" 5 of 
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December, 


The reason that it is celled theMui'dilun Naahar is that when the sun 
tomes into The straight of this sphere, then In all places, day and 
night are approximately the same (equal everywhere) and It 
intersects the celestial equator In ihis manner, ihat the difference 
between both the poles is 23 degrees 27 minutes. From this huge 
sphere, movement anti distance of the stars from the sun etc can 
he deciphered 


From this, it can be derived that (This is) as long as this Image sphere 
(ecliptic). continues Intersecting the celestial sphere in this 
manner that the above mentioned distance remains established 
between both and for as long as this remains in motion according

From this it is clear that the statement concerning the months 
becoming shorter is based on its evident meaning and there is no 
reason that can be an objection to Sts true meaning and it Is that 
which is regarded as the real meaning. As for that which has been 
mentioned in the last Eladith, then this is a part of the Hcidith which 
is a commentary to what has been mentioned, — 

Thus, the discussion of the Hadfth i& based On what is evident from 
it and in taking the actual evident meaning, neither is there any 
change and nor is there any other proof from the Shariah which is 
demanding the refusal of this- but in Bukhari Shared, ihere is a 
lladith present which substantiates this Iladith. where the wordt 
about the lime coming near have been mentioned From it the 
coming close* of the time is clearly evident.

Today, females and males have started to imitate and cop? many 
ways of one another From amongst these ways, one is The use of 
the chain watch and this has become a wry common practice 
amongst males. This has become so common that many Imams. 
Maultfisand Muftis are seen wearing them without any regret This 
is dearly regarded as forbidden (unnecessary) adornment anti an 
impermissible action. Some try to show thar it is permissible and 
falsely say that the permissibility is proeen from Ao la Hasrat Fazil-e- 
faarelvi’s (radt AKahu anhu) statements whereas the permissibility 
of this can never be proven from any of his works. 

Firstly: This Chain watch that is worn on the wrist was not in the 
lime of Asia Hazrat radi Allahu anhu. Secondly As for the chain to 
which they (those who object) try 10 attribute the present chain 
watch ant! claim permissibility based on qlyaas (logical 
assumption thereof), then there are numerous cases where Asia 
Hazrai Azeemul barfo'il Faazibe’bardvi has clearly mentioned that 
too. to he i mper m IsstbEe and f orb idden. 

This question was sent loAala Hazrai: In the present time kurtas 
and sadrees are worn with silver buttons that have chains attached 
to them Are Ehey permissible or not? In answer to this. Aala Hazrat 
St'iyS: "To sew just the silver buttons is tot objectionable, as it is clear 
about tbe^ use of gold buttons in the books of llqh. but, these silver 
chains that are attached to the billions, and 'his is definitely being 
very careless Unless and until there is no clear evidence in the 
Statements of the Aimma in this issue, which Ls as clear as the light 
of the sun and there is no dear ruling on this issue. 
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t hen to jusi give the i u It: of perm issib illtv is mere impudence 5 1 nee 
[he actual ruling of silver and gold, Istha: it Is forbidden (for males). 

Sheikh Muhaqqiq Maulana Abdul llaq Muhudith Dehtvi Qaddasa 
S i ru hu Slates as follows i n Ash'ai ul l.am'as t whlc h is the a nnota cion 
of Mishfcaai. "When [he Shariah has given the command ol it being 
forbidden and has ell ml mated ihe fact of it being allowed, then ihc 
law of it being forbidden has been ruled, since if any specific thing 
has not been given clear and open consent, it cart never be 
permitted, but ic wilt remain under the law of it being completely 
forbidden. El is obvious that by wearing the chains in this manner, 
the intention is that of adornment, but the actual reason is only 
adornment and such bind of adorn mem Is known as TahallJ. The 
Ulama have clarified lhai with ihe cscepiion of a ring. belly belt, 
and necessities for the sword The use of extra lace border and 
adornment with silver etc is not permjsslblt: In any way [Falawd 
Rasv ia volume 9 page 34] 


Aala Mazrat also states on Images 298/209 of the same as follows: 
"This humble servant has not found any evidence {source of 
permissibility) concerning ihe chain like for the buttons and 
neither have I found any clear prod of this, but in reality it is done 
for personal adornment and it Is noi like the buttons that there is 
need lor IT in The c lot h ing a nd nei 1 her is it li be a s[ iea r (flagpole) that 
is attached to ihecloih fused Eor the flag) that it may be regarded as 
part of the material. It has no other real bend it except that of 
adornment and Litis highly resembles the jewels of the females Us 
appearance and condition js just like support grips (in the hair), 
where the hair is pushed through the rings as inched to chains 
which arc brought towards the forehead and the hair is brought 
toget her a t Litas poi ru and i he hair as jotne d together by a c li p, T h esc 
roo are links like that of a chain. Actually, with the exception of 
beautification (adornment) there Is one other benefit there and 
that is to lift the weight of the hair off the ears as this hair ring (grip) 
aci ually su pporrs c he weight of the hair. 1 1 is for t his reason tha 11 hey 
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are ca lied suppon gr i ps, As for t he linfes oi the cha i n. t hen. it must 
be noted that his has no benefit except that it is lor adornment, 
Thus, in comparison 10 the links of the support grips. Its links are 
like that of the jhoomcir (ornament worn by women on rhe head 
and which falls on the forehead) And like the support grips 
(Sahara) this too is regarded as wearing apparel, but here it is only 
been done for the sake of adornment (in the case of the chain 
watch) and has nothing to do with the actual apparel, like the 
jhoomar...(Until End) 

From here it has become evident that during the era of Aala Hazrai 
Azeemul barkai the chain that used to be used IO attach the watch 
to the kurta or waist coat etc. and then kept In The pocket, 
according to him it is also regarded under the ruling of jewellery: 
Thus, that which is used on a wrist watch (the chain) is even more 
so regarded as jewellery and it is clearEy used to show adornment 
and beautification. 

Thus, it being illegal is very clear and the fact of it being 
resemblance to the jewellery of females is also evident. In the 
above mentioned issue, it has been regarded as illegal on she basis 
of resemblance and here it is dear I hat there is no doubt of 
pro h i b i t ion. bu t i t is c lea r proh ibition. 

Concerning this it has been mentioned, 'The hesitation In 
prohibi tion isasgood as definite (meaning th e ruEe o) prohib11 ion is 
dear), and thus the prohibition of a thing comparatively to the 
chain Is very clear” 

Prom here, the basis of the presumption of chose who say h Is 
permissible is very clear. In our knowledge, tliete is neither any 
contradiction nor any evidence of this thing or chain being 
permissible from ihe Famwa olAala Hazrat Azeemul Barktil. 
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For i he sake of argument. iE there was any can tradition, then. u> 
turn bach towards those clarifications is necessary, as they 
ihemsehfes are fortified and clear from any doubt. And from 
whic h eeer state me n i going con irary to it is doubtful, then tocfarifv 
it is necessa r y a nd to sh ow sim i lardy is necessar y 

Thus, if in At Teebul Wa|ees on the issue of the discussion of Imam 
Shaatrn. about whether it was pan of clothing or just linked (pan) 
of the chain. Atfla Hazrat said. 'Abstinence is OoJa (ffest). One 
shou Id prorec t one self from i t , r ' 

Now in clarifying this statement, h must be mentioned that there is 
doubt In it being permissible so tbai there may be no contradiction 
to the other decree (by him}.

Actually it has been mentioned just like this in Patawa Bazvia on the 
issue of the three colours in Mubarrarn "Muslims must abstain 
from wearing three colours during the ten days of Muharram, i.e. 
green, red and black. The reason for green is already known and 
1 he reason for not wearing red Is that nowadays the cursed people 
wear this out of happiness. Dark blue, dork purple and lilac all fall 
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under black. Moss green, light green and Pistachio green all fall 
under the colour green, and other colours* that fall under red are 
rose pint, jujube reef and (bright) orange. In other words any colour 
that resembles these colours, II [hey are worn (during these days) 
with intention of mourning or showing happiness (hen il Is hdraur'ri 
and if it just worn ordinarily, then it is to resemble and thus to 
abstain is best" [Fatawa Rozvia. vof 9. page 50 1 ] 

The differing here in others words "best' and "haraam" seems to 
aetually show that if there is no intention of mourning or showing 
happiness, then It is permissible to wear and in comparison to 
"best" it shows that it Is fine to wear, whereas in coherence to the 
statement, how unrelated it is. 

This is not something which Is Sudden from anyone so here 
defi ni tel? the word "best “ i s n ot as In pretere nee a nd a Iso not j ust i n 
the meaning of mustahab (desirable). liven here In this statement, 
the word" C hoa h I ye” (m USt) is not [ust i n the m ea ning of m usiaha b, 
that it may be regarded in comparison to Way jib (compulsory), but 
what it actually means is. shut even if one does not have this 
intention (as mentioned above), then too, iiis best and compulsory 
to abstain from resembling them, thus even here, the words must 
and best have been used In pEace of (he word compulsory. El is tor 
this reason lhat it was first mentioned 'The green coloured 
clothing tor the ten days of Mubarram is also disallowed to wear as 
this too isa sign ot mourning (Until end of actual text) 

Maybe there is only one possibility for the permissibility of the 
chain an the pocket watch This is iia the case when :hat thing is 
made from any other metal except gold and silver and the aim or 
this is not adornment and show but it is for the protection of the 
watch, ills concealed in the clothing. 

En this case if irom the words of Asia Haifat (radi Allahu anhu) the 
probability of it being permissible Is derived then the support oF 
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this is with only the one possibility (that has been mentioned) and 
on the same basis by using his words as a support tor the point of 
having uncertainty in his Tarawa, is eradicated, hut in the case of 
the chain watch {which Is worn on the hand), this case does not 
apply, thus 10 make Qiyaas based on this is not correct as both 
issues a re separate.

“IF one takes an 
oath and then savs. 'I swear bv La at and Lteia. then he should read

Kafma-e-Tauheed and if anyone says to his friend, Come, lets 
gamble, then he must give Sadqa TIN Laat and Llzza are names of 
idols). 
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From this part of the Hadith. it has become clear that when one 
makes a firm intention in the heart to commit a sin. then this too is 
si n and to pu E it I n to action is a second si n. The tom m and of g \vi n g 
Sariqa is a compensation for that sin by doing this meritorious act 
(of giving Sadqa) 

It has been mentioned in the Hadith Shareef, 

'Sadqa extinguishes the fire of Allah’s math li he water puts of fire." 
[Tabronl.^ol tg. page 3 451 

In this Hadith. the command that was given oi reading La ilaaha 
il’Eal laah consists of two possibilities. One is that a new Muslim, 
based on h Isold habits unintentionally by slip of the tongue, swears 
an oaih on the idols, iben for him It is eery likeable to read “Laa 
ilaaha il'lal EaaEiu Muhammadur Rasoofullah" It should be read as 
compensation for the bad words which he said. The second 
possibility, is iliat the person really intends the respect of Laat and 
Ltzza and the other idols, fn this case, the person wilf become a 
muriad (one who has turned, away from Islam) and For making a 
statement against Islam, the person must mate Tafdeed-e-Imaan 
(re-instate his faith) as this is necessary for him and it will be 
necessary to read the Kallma-e-Tauheed. IF in swearing an oath of 
ghairullah. he had no intention of showing that respect which is 
Unique to Almighty Allah, then in reality this is not shirk, but in 
scenario it resembles the manner of the polytheist and it is on this 
basis, the law of shirk wifi also apply here and as a way of 
reprimanding and being strict, the one charged with this, will also 
be considered a mushrlk. In this case, the meaning of this is that 
such a person acted In die manner of the mushriks. To swear an 
oath on the nasi (family lineage) oi your father, grandfather or son 
with boasting and gloriFying this, is also in the 5ame category, just 
as it was common during the days of ignorance. This too has been 
disallowed in the Hadith 
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t {Taafush Shariah) say. "From the manner o( my discourse it has 
been made dear that this statement of the Prophet {Sail Allaho 
Alaihl waSallam)

'This person has reached salvation h the oath of hiss father is true", 
which he made to a certain Bedouin, does not fall under the 
category of being forbidden, but il was said to show Us 
permissibility. 

It is as if the Holy Prophet {Sail Allaho Math I wa Sal lam), is showing 
through this statement of his. that It is not impermissible to swear 
an oath on the name of your father, as long as it is not. with 
boastfulness as it used to be the tradition In the days of ignorance, 
and there should also be no excessive show of respect in it as this 
too is disallowed. One possibility is this that It Is done at such a 
point where ones word needs to show the strength of hi s word or to 
caution someone with this statement which he is mabmg. in this 
case as well, it wifi not cause t he rulingofsh irk to Ik: appl k a ble. 

Important Note: In Shariat. Ghalrullah here refers to all those 
things that have no connection to Allah Almighty and the Holy 
Prophet (Sail Allaho Atalhi wn Sallum).ln Shariat, there is no 
reverence for them and neither arc they allowed to be respected 
(such us idols etc.) Nabis. Rasool. Kaaba. Angels will not be 
rega rri cd as gh ai rul ial l in the cat egor y oF ghalru I fab i n t h is con tex t 
(even though in the section of llalaf. they too are regarded as 
g hai ru I lab but i n con text with what b ex pi ai ned above. they are not 
rega rd cd as gha ii u Ha Fi here) for accord in g to 5 Fwia I. we ha ve been 
commanded to respect them 

In this, is should be noted that Almighty Allah has commanded 
their respect, thus to respect them, Is to respect Almighty Allah To 
swear an oath in their name is not haraam.bur the Ul am a have on 
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[he basis qi caution, also mentioned thai to tafee their Qasm Is 
Mahroob but this has even been disallowed in the Hadith Qasm-e- 
5har'i (A Qasm as regarded □ Qasm In Shariat) is where the 
hafaarah (compensation] is necessary is tbai Qasm oi Allah which 
is Eaten on the being of Allah or one swears on she attributes of 
Allah in a musual way. 

The Qasm of ghairullah is nos regarded as Qasm-e-Shar'i. The 
Ulama have mentioned. "If one regards swearing an oath of 
ghatrullah as Qasm-e-ShadJ and ihey think th*u so fulfil such an 
oa t h is necessary, i n sue h a c ase, the pc rson wi! I become a Kaafir" 

Imam Eaazl has meniioned: "] fear that the person who says. 'L 
swear by my life or I swear by your tn life' will be plunged into kufr 
and yet people say shese words very commonly, if this was not so 
(shat it wag so common), then I would have said it to be shirt/ 

From this statement of Imam Raazi it has become evident shat on 
the basis of a Qasm being Qasm-e-Sbar'i. there are two statements 
of she Ulama; 

In one. the person is absolutely regarded as a Kaafir and in the 
second there is the fear of him becoming a Kaafir. The second 
statement is based on the way of the predecessors who exercised 
caution and their way is on good authority and reliable, wlrich will 
be explained further In detail as we proceed.

In this Hadith where it has been mentioned about those who take 
Qasm of Ghairulkih to be mushrlk. the condition of that person is 
also clear, who just takes an oath Li he this. “Then I (wifi become) 
(Allah forbid) a lew or Chrisiian o-r I wilE release myself and be 
disappointed with societyoNsTam.' To take such an oath is strictly 
haraam and art evil action and the end result of this is frufr, 

Some Ulama have absolutely regarded one who says this as a 
Kaaiir, but the correct view is that which has been (already) 
explained above. 

Some of the Ulama regard a person who says such words to be 
absolutely a kaafir. but the correct ruling in this case is thaT which 
has been men (i oned i it I he statem ent —f *■' ^ 

tn other words, one who tabes the oath of ghairullah is a mushrih.

Some Ulama have taken what is apparent in the Hadith and have 
decreed suefi a person absolutely a Kaafir and some Ularna have 
mentioned That the in tent ion of this Qasm is that the sold person is 
rebuking his nafs and is exaggerating his denunciation. Thus, 
according to us. as long as he does noc break his Qasm. just by that 
statement. Ete will not become a Kaafir. En the same way. if he used a 
action relating to pasi tense to show that his words of leaving Islam 
is pending, then the predecessors have not labelled him a Kaafir 
and according tosomeMashaaikb, he will be regarded as a KaaEir. 
The correci view Is that in the said case he will not he absolutely 
regarded as a Kaafir, because a person becomes a Kaafir by 
believing in ku fraud from this. It b evident that his Intention was to 
rebuke his nafs when he makes the command based on an action 
in the future or he emphasizes the issue of leaving (the religion) in a 
way. as if, to make believe. This, is in the case that ihe action is 
suspended on the past, in ocher words, he warns to show that this 
action of him becoming a few or Christian or being disillusioned 
with Islam is completely Mabrooh and disliked by him. It is for this 
reason that he left such a thing suspended to threaten himself, in 
ot her word s. that whic h is a def ec c a nd is disa I [owed. 
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! (Tuujush Shariah) The second statement that Hazrat Sheifeh 
Abdul Heq Muhadith Dehlvi has mentioned in this section, is the 
statement of the cautious personalties which is on the way oE the 
predecessors and their way is this, ihat they do noi give the decree 
of kufr just on what seems evident and ihey take caution to the 
slightest thing in the statement that stops (the rule of) Wr from 
being applied and until the intention of the person in question is 
not made apparent, they abstain from decreeing him a Kaafirand 
that reason which holds these IITama back from giving (he law of 
kufr against such a person, is evident from the Hadith. wherein it 
has been mentioned. "If he is untrue in this Qasm then it is fuss as he 
has mentioned." 

The clear meaning of this. Is that if he is true in tEiai Qasm and he 
d Id not make i he 1 mention of the mean i ng ol ku fr i n t he beg i n n ing 
(in other words regarding becoming a Jew or Christian, and now to 
be pleased with this) then Eie is not as he said, and the explanation 
of this probability clear in the second Hadith which is narrated by 
Hazrai Buraida Cradi AlJahu anhu). that the Prophet (Sail Allaho 
Ala thi wa Sa I him) said. "One who says ih is. tfl at he is free of I sla m (1 f 
he does this) then he is a he has said and if he is true in this Qasm, 
then he will not remain in Islam With Sin and in peace. 

Imam Qaadl lyaa?. (rnhmaiuiiithi aiaih) says that the apparent 
mean ing of thIs I (adlib is ibis r that througli hIs Qasm, the condition 
of his Islam will become clear and he will become just as he has said 
and there is also the possibility that he leaves the issue of becoming 
Kaafir pending the breaking of his Qasm The proof of this, is that 
Hadith which Huzrat Entruidah reported that the Prophet {Sail 
Al fa ho A la i h i wa Sa I la m) sa i el.

liazrat Imam Oaadi Jyaai (rahmatuflahi nlnih) has also presented 
two views here, like Sheikh Abdul Haq Muhadith DehfvL but he did 
not take as absolute any one statement, but however, he presented 
the reasons and explanation of the second statement, which 
clarifies that heioo regards the second statement as authentic, that 
the person in question Is not decreed a Kaafir, but on breaking of 
the oath based on the certainty of being pleased with kufr. he will 
become a Kaallr and this is the apparent benefit of the Hadith, that 
die Hadith has left his issue of being out of Islam pending until he 
lies. Now in this discussion,, this has not only been clarified by the 
statements of the (llama, but also through ihe Hadirh, that If a 
Muslim says something and there are numerous probabilities in 
what he has sttid which demand his kufr and there Is one reason 
that points to his Islam, then M is necessary upon us to dlreer our 
attention towards that one reason and until such time these 
probabilities remain established, we should not say a Muslim to be 
a Kaafir. It Is for this reason that it has beer, mentioned in Raddul 
Muhtaaras follows:

From our statements that have 
just been mentioned, from (hem. it is evident that the hadith has 
clarified that the person In question will only be regarded as Kaaflr 
if he breaks the Qasm, and not thai he is already a Kaafirand In this 
case, ihe apparent meaning of the Hadith is also with (hose who 
remand the second statement {as . authentic) and the absolute buff of 
i he one i n quest ion m u st be wi rh ca re unti 1 1 he da im i s true. 

If this is accepted in its apparemness, then the only time that the 
person can be regarded as Kaaflr when (he probability of the 
apparent mean ins? which is regarded as the intended one and is 
clearly evident And if the context of (he statement is common or 
any oiher contest Is established to show that (he person who made 
the statement did not take the actual feufr meaning of what was 
said, then this will not have that probability and it will be regarded 
a pparc n t ly stopped. There are n u merou s exam pics of this. 

In general discussions, people say 'The spring season has caused 
the vegetation to grow: The Leader saved me. This is the curable 
meatmen! of this illness. This poison is a killer” In all these 
examples, the Lmaan of the believer, and actually all are witness of 
ihe fact that (he actual meaning is not that which is evident from 
the words used but in all these examples, all have been authorised, 
that the f>eEiei of Mo'rnin that the One Who (ruIy causes everything 
lo happen is Allah Almighty and all these things did not happen by 
themselves, but they are means that have been created by Allah 
and Allah has blessed these things with the effect of causing these 
things iq happen 
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This is the cruetty of the Wahabis. and they shu t their eyes from the 
general Idioms (figures of speech) that even the ordinary Muslims 
are aware of. but what they (Wahabis) do. is that they say it to be 
shirk when the Muslims ask help and assistance from the Awliyah 
and even when we ash from the Nabisand the secret behind this, is 
that leave alone the Awliyah. they regard the respecting of the 
Prophet (Sail Alla ho Alai hi wa Sal lam) as shir I?, just as it has been 
apparent in perusing "J'aqweeyaiul linaan" (book full of corrupt 
beliefs written by Ismail Dehlvi who was a corrupt wahabi).

Thus, as long as the one in question does not break the Qasm. he 
will not be regarded as a Kaafir. It must however he mentioned that 
to take such a Qasm is strictiy abominable and forbidden and 
Tauba (repenting) is necessary upon the person who made the said 
statement.
